The Paper Novel 

T HE Stokes announcement of Mrs. Ather¬ 
ton’s “Sisters-in-Law” gives two prices, 
$2.00 in cloth, $1.50 in paper covers. The 
experiment will be watched with interest by 
publishers and booksellers. 

The chief difficulty is likely to be, as has 
been frequently pointed out, that the public 
expects more difference in price between cloth 
and paper covers than it is possible to give. 
The difference in the cost of manufacture is 
not more than ten cents or twelve cents per 
volume, and it is difficult to see how even as 
muoh as fifty cents difference can be thus ef¬ 
fected in the retail price. 

The public has repeatedly called for paper 
books in letters written to the newspapers, but 
very frequently the writers have indicated that 
they expected that this would mean that the 
$2.00 titles would be had then for about $1.00. 
If that is the general impression as to the dif¬ 
ference in cost, the public is likely to express 
disappointment at a 25 per cent change. 

Before the war, when our fiction was selling 
for about $1.40, French yellow-backed novels 
sold for 3f. 50, or, on normal exchange, about 
70 cents. This familiar comparison naturally 
led many to think that about half the price of 
our fiction could be saved if the French 
method should be adopted. This comparison, 
however, left out the very necessary allowance 
for the different purchasing power of money 
in the two countries. Like the traveler who 
found a Paris two-franc table d’hote which 
equalled one at a dollar in New York and con¬ 
cluded that if we omitted the ice cream (which 
was the only difference he could see) the price 
might be made forty cents on this side. 

One ♦hing that must very highly recommend 
the cloth binding to the publisher’s merchan¬ 
dising sense is that this feature, which costs 
but ten or twelve cents more than paper to put 
on, looks like a dollar more value to the 
average customer. 


America Month 

HILE there will always be regrets ex¬ 
pressed among the young people pass¬ 
ing thru our school system that two 
such obvious occasions for holidays as the 
birthdays of the father and the saviour of 
our Union should fall in one short month, a 
month when little recreation can be obtained 
even when the holiday occurs, this concentra¬ 
tion does serve to keep in everyone’s mind 
that February is a time to renew acquaintance 
with the great names of our history and the 
great movements in its upbuilding. Too many 
there are whose knowledge of Washington’s 
contribution to our country stops at Yorktown; 
too many who have but a hazy idea of what 
Daniel Boone’s contribution was to our west¬ 
ern expansion and our pioneer spirit; too many 
who see Lincoln only on the pedestal without 
realizing the human problems that he faced in 
Washington. 

If “America Month’’ had been observed two 
years ago, there would have been an undoubted 
inclination to put its emphasis on the natural¬ 
ization of the alien, but today many are willing 
to admit that we need re-Americanizing thru 
every strata of our society. Books like Mary 
Antin’s “The Promised Land” or “The Amer¬ 
icanization of Edward Bok” may mean more to 
the citizen with several generations of Ameri¬ 
can ancestors than they do to the newcomer. 

The putting to the front of American his¬ 
tory, biography and political thought should 
be a pleasant as well as a practical duty in 
February of every dealer in books.

Books as News 

EWSPAPER men often take pleasure 
in pointing out to the publishing world 
that their pages give an extraordinary 
amount of publicity to books as compared 
with other kinds of merchandise, but at the 
same time it can be also pointed out that the 
publishing of books supplies to the newspapers 
a type of news that they are only too glad to 
have for their pages, news that their readers 
are anxious and eager to get. Front page 
space is not given to the notice of book pub¬ 
lication because of any sympathy with the 
book-trade, but because no happening on that 
day so well deserves the space. 

Last week the papers thruout the country 
were printing telegraph news from Washington 
that ex-Secretary of State Lansing was to is- 
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sue his book on the Peace Conference shortly 
after the retirement of President Wilson, and 
morning papers of January 31st carry on the 
front page word that Ray Stannard Baker is 
busy getting into shape the data which Presi¬ 
dent Wilson will use in preparing his prom¬ 
ised book. 

As an example of what one morning news¬ 
paper may carry in the way of book news, it 
is worth while to list what happens to fall in 
one issue of the New York Times. The pub¬ 
lication of Chesterton’s book on “The New 
Jerusalem” has called forth from a New York 
Rabbi an emphatic denouncement of that au¬ 
thor’s attitude toward Jews and Zionism, and 
further Chesterton publicity comes from his 
lectures at the Times Square Theater. They 
quote his reply to the question as to whether 
in a real democracy all kinds of people can 
•be made to do hard work. He replied, “I will 
admit that a large part of the employing class 
will not work.” Gelett Burgess introduced 
Mr. Chesterton. 

Claire Sheridan, according to another col¬ 
umn, arrives in New York on the “Aquitania,” 
and an interview with her is given a column 
and a half space. Mrs. Sheridan’s book is al¬ 
ready announced by Boni & Liveright. A 
leading editorial in this same paper renews the 
discussion of Professor Einstein and his theo¬ 
ries, which reminds the follower of book news 
that Holt has just published Einstein’s own 
hook, and that there are several valuable vol¬ 
umes outlining his theories. The heading, an¬ 
nouncing his church’s congratulations to Dr. 
Manning on his election as Bishop of New 
York brings to the mind of every dealer in 
religious books that his important new book is 
just ready from Macmillan, and that its dis¬ 
play will catch the eyes of many. 

The arrival of the “Aquitania” also brings 
Sir Philip Gibbs here to lecture, and his ap¬ 
pearance will give new emphasis to the brilliant 
books that he has recently published. By the 
same ship comes Sir Ernest Shackleton, whose 
Antarctic book still has numerous readers. Be¬ 
sides all these news items, there is still the 
theater page, whose billings are commented on 
not only in the metropolis but thruout the 
country, bringing continually new grist to the 
book world. “Miss Lulu Bett,” “Heartbreak 
House,” ‘Deburau,” “Enter Madame”—all of 
these names, reiterated day after day, mean 
something to the book buyer, as well as to the 
theater-goer. 


One of the most effective window displays 
that has ever been devised is the use of news¬ 
paper clippings put into the tops of books and 
made to fill the window, bringing to every 
passerby the message that, if he wishes to 
understand what is going on, he must of ne¬ 
cessity have contact with the bookstore.

Don’t Forget Valentines 

T HOSE booksellers who have endeavored to 
keep books in the public mind as the most 
appropriate of valentines, have found that this 
business can be increased each year. Many 
people feel inclined to send a greeting on that 
day, a little more substantial than a mere card, 
and there is nothing they can turn to so ap¬ 
propriate as a book. The dealer can gather on 
one counter a selection of volumes which 
would be very appropriate and suggestive for 
the occasion and an attractive sign will start 
people looking over the suggestions. 

Many booksellers have a special band that 
can be wrapped around the books thus selected. 
A simple engraved line in red is used by 
Korner & Wood, of Cleveland, admirably 
printed on heavy paper, and reading: “To My 
Valentine.” 

Another dealer, by keeping careful record of 
those who have found hooks good valentines 
is able to count regularly each year on forty 
or fifty sales, which are worked up by tele¬ 
phone and special letter. This has meant from 
seventy-five to one hundred dollars of extra 
business which would not otherwise have been 
ha-d. 
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The Government as Publisher and Bookseller 

By Waldon Fawcett 


A T first glance, it might appear that 
librarians, rather than book publishers 
or booksellers, are due to feel interest in 
the project, of which we hear anew on the 
eve of governmental reorganization, to place 
the Federal book business more strictly on 
a sales basis. In reality, tho, it is suspected 
that there may be not a little significance 
for all branches of the book-trade in this 
movement to vindicate the principle that what 
is worth reading is worth paying for. If 
there be any competition between government 
publications and the output of private presses, 
it is not unreasonable to expect a certain 
moral effect from the move to compel a larger 
proportion of our public, documents to “pay 
their way/’ Or, to turn to the purely physical 
side of the proposition, it is not inconceivable 
that a curb upon the free distribution of gov¬ 
ernment publications might have its slight 
effect upon the print paper market. 

Libraries Least Affected 
Librarians, contrary to an impression in 
book-trade circles, will probably be least af¬ 
fected by the stiffening policy with respect to 
the distribution of volumes bearing the im¬ 
print of the Government Printing Office. Un¬ 
less the new policy is made more rigorous 
than is generally anticipated, few libraries 
will be called upon to pay cash for govern¬ 
ment publications. There are, to be sure, 
less than 6oo libraries that have been for¬ 
mally designated as government depositories 
and as such receive all the publications of 
the government. But the policy in the execu¬ 
tive Departments at Washington,—a policy 
that is to continue,—is to honor all reason¬ 
able requests from libraries. Not only is 
there compliance with specific requests for 
individual volumes but in many instances 
libraries are, upon request, placed on per¬ 
manent mailing lists to receive all the publi¬ 
cations of given bureaus or institutions. This 
is the attitude not merely with respect to 
public libraries but likewise with reference 
to special libraries such as those maintained 
by professional and technical organizations, 
by the “research departments” of large in¬ 
dustrial corporations, banks, etc., etc. 

Discourages Idle Curiosity 
It is the everyday citizen who has been 
wont to request government publications in 
a spirit of idle curiosity, or for the sake of 
receiving a volume of imposing proportions 
by mail, who is likely to feel the effect of 
the current effort to reduce the deficit of the 
governmental publishing enterprise. Coin¬ 
cident with the sharper discrimination in the 
distribution of free copies has come a studied 
effort to sell government publications to the 
public. Instead of sitting back and waiting 
for supposedly interested persons to request 
his gift books, Uncle Sam is now* making 


studied effort to sell his reference works, at 
prices that at least cover the cost of pro¬ 
duction, and is, •meanwhile, demanding justi¬ 
fication for a place on the “free list.” In¬ 
deed, there is a disposition to hold this latter 
to libraries and to a scope of distribution 
approximating that of the review copies that 
private publishers furnish to the press, etc. 

This policy was inaugurated by several 
government departments, notably the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce, without waiting for the 
pressure of Federal economy which threatens 
to bring all branches of the government to 
this plane under the impending reorganiza¬ 
tion. The Department of Commerce, it may 
be added, has been peculiarly well placed, this 
past few years, to test the practicability of 
building up a business in the distribution- of 
Federal publications on a straight sales basis. 
For the Department, and particularly its 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
has been issuing in great number and variety 
a list of handbooks, directories, etc., dealing 
in intimate manner with import and export 
problems and of consequent interest to inter¬ 
national traders and to all business men. 
Similarly the National Bureau of Standards 
in the same Department has held consistently 
to the sales policy in the distribution of its 
valuable technical and scientific works. 

Example of Bureau of Commerce 

The Department of Commerce has been 
enabled to set an example for all other 
branches of the Government in exacting pay 
for publications such as were formerly given 
free for the asking, because it has conducted 
a persistent campaign of sales promotion. In 
consequence of the missionary work accom¬ 
plished, we find at the Commerce Department 
a mailing list of more than 6ooo names, rep¬ 
resenting ultimate consumers of governmental 
literature who have, on their own initiative, 
asked that they be supplied regularly with 
the Monthly list of Publications which lists, 
at the close of each month, the new publica¬ 
tions that have come from press during the 
month. This mailing list is revised at least 
once each year, and a request by reply card 
is required in every instance where a pros¬ 
pect desires a copy of the complete list of 
publications that is issued annually. 

That Uncle Sam may attain a book turn¬ 
over of respectable proportions by resorting 
in some degree, to the aggressive methods of 
the commercial trade has been eloquently at¬ 
tested by the exploits of the Bureau of For¬ 
eign and Domestic Commerce in salesmanship 
by mail. In order properly to announce the 
frequent additions to its long list of publi¬ 
cations on international trade and kindred 
topics, the Bureau maintains a mailing list 
that contains the names of more than 26,000 
exporters and importers in the United States. 
Occasionally a circular or mimeographed 
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form letter announcing a new book or series 
of book9 is sent to the full list. As a rule, 
however, there is specialization in circulariza¬ 
tion. To that end, the list is classified by 
states, by lines of business and according to 
marketing objectives. Accordingly, it is pos¬ 
sible to bulletin the issuance of a new work 
on Latin-American trade conditions to the 
precise quota interested in that sphere, or to 
segregate jewelry manufacturers and export¬ 
ers to receive advance notice of the publica¬ 
tion on the opportunities for the sale abroad 
of American jewelry. 

Effort Toward Economy 
Not the least interesting angle of the gov¬ 
ernmental book selling venture in this par¬ 
ticular quarter consists of a comparison of 
the relative appeal of distribution by mail 
and via what is, to all intents and purposes, 
local retail bookstores, located at the com¬ 
mercial centers. In circularizing on the sub¬ 
ject of its commercial handbooks and other 
publications of wide appeal the U. S. Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce now 
makes it a practice to call attention to the 
fact that any desired volume may be obtained 
by mailing a coupon (the coupon adjunct rep¬ 
resents approved practice in the circulariza¬ 
tion) to the Superintendent of Documents at 
Washington or by applying at any of the Dis¬ 
trict or co-operative offices of the Bureau. 
These branch offices, constituting virtually a 
“chain” of retail bookstores for the sale of 
commerce publications, are located in New 
York, Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, New Or¬ 
leans, San Francisco, Seattle, Baltimore, 
Cleveland, Chattanooga, Cincinnati, Indiana¬ 
polis, Los Angeles, Philadelphia, Portland, 
Ore., Dayton, Pittsburgh and Newark, 

It is no secret that the leaders of Congress 
have been inspired in their ambition to place 
the entire governmental book publishing 
proposition on a pay basis by the spectacle of 
what the Department of Commerce has ac¬ 
complished this past few years with its list 
of books on business topics, navigation, etc. 
Total sales of this Department’s listings 
jumped from $53,080 in 1918, to $67,751 i-.i 
1919, and to $86,677 in 1920. Take, by way of 
illustration, the progress of the daily Com¬ 
merce Reports, Uncle Sam’s newspaper for 
business men. By reason of the demands 
from commercial organizations and educa¬ 
tional institutions (both privileged along with 
libraries) this commercial daily is bound to 
have, always, an extended “free list,” and yet 
at this writing there are more than 8000 paid 
subscribers as against 5000 addresses to which 
the publication is sent gratis. An interest¬ 
ing side-light projected during the govern¬ 
ment’s book selling campaign consists in the 
manifest willingness of numerous class, pro¬ 
fessional, technical and scientific journals to 
mention in their reading columns the price 
of a new book, esteemed of value to the 
clientele. Perhaps, however, the circumstance 
that the books thus announced are under gov¬ 
ernmental imprint is accounted to absolve the 
reviews from any taint of “advertising.” 


The effort at Washington to place Uncle 
Sam’s book business more consistently on a 
sales basis is one expression of the effort for 
economy and avoidance of duplication in 
governmental publishing which has, for some 
months past, engaged the attention of the 
Joint Committee on Printing of the U. S. 
Congress. A parallel measure of conserva¬ 
tion, invoked by this printing commission, is 
the discontinuance of in of the 266 journals, 
magazines and periodicals heretofore pub¬ 
lished by the various branches of the govern¬ 
ment, a curtailment that has cut almost in 
half the annual expense of $2,500,000 for this 
class of publishing. 

Contributory also to the plan to give com¬ 
mercial status to as large a proportion as 
possible of the government’s book business 
is the current effort to centralize and con¬ 
solidate the Federal publishing activities at 
the Government Printing Office. Incredible 
as it may seem, Uncle Sam had in operation, 
until a few months ago, 287 printing plants 
engaged in printing and binding operations, in 
addition to the service furnished by the Gov¬ 
ernment Printing Office and by commercial 
printers. Thanks to the activities of the re¬ 
formers in Congress a large share of the 
“field plants,” scattered all over the United 
States and employing more than 800 men at 
an annual wage of $600,000, have been dis¬ 
continued and there will be a further reduc¬ 
tion in future. 

No Private Advertising 

Incident to the development of a more sen¬ 
sitive conscience on the part of Uncle Sam 
with respect to his publishing activities there 
has lately been adopted a principle that 
should be of no little interest to the book- 
trade, viz., exclusion of commercial adver¬ 
tisements from government publications. 
Unless a person be familiar with the entire 
range of government publications he might 
not realize that this issue of the admission of 
private advertisements had ever been raised. 
It happened, however, during the war that 
certain Army and Navy publications built up 
a considerable commercial advertising patron¬ 
age. Certain Indian school publications had 
already accepted private advertising. 

When this acceptance of outside advertis¬ 
ing was brought to the attention of the Joint 
Committee on Printing it conducted a thoro 
investigation. By the logic of the Commit¬ 
tee there was no reason to admit the adver¬ 
tisements of powder manufacturers to the 
Army and Navy publications and exclude the 
advertisements of the manufacturers of agri¬ 
cultural implements and the large mail-order 
houses from the farmers’ bulletins. All such 
advertising, the committee concluded, was 
improper in publications supported at public 
expense. Moreover, it was the feeling of 
the Congressional body, which acts as a 
board of directors for the Government Print¬ 
ing Office, that commercial advertisements 
in the environment indicated, had the appear¬ 
ance of having been officially endorsed or 
approved by the government, which was un- 
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fair, not only to nonadvertising competitors 
but likewise to the public. Finally, it was 
accounted an improper use of the mails to 
distribute these advertisements at Govern¬ 
ment expense. Accordingly the Committee 
required the termination in 1920 of all exist¬ 
ing written contracts for advertisements in 
Government publications and has put into 
effect a regulation that will debar such adver¬ 
tising in future. 

Book tradesmen who face the problem of 
persuading the public to buy books more 
liberally may find confirmation that there is 
a dormant public interest in a form of ex¬ 
ploitation that has lately been brought to an 
end in connection with this same general 
movement for better ethics on Uncle Sam’s 
publishing ventures. Some of our readers 
may recall that a few years ago certain 
monthly magazines and newspaper syndicates 
inaugurated so-called “reader services” that 
undertook to supply government publications 
to subscribers at merely the cost of postage. 


It has now been revealed that one reason for 
the abrupt discontinuance of that scheme was 
the overwhelming response on the part of 
the public. Whether it was a tribute to an 
energetic form of book advertising or rnerely 
an exemplification of the desire on the part 
of the public to get something for nothing or 
almost nothing, the fact remains that in the 
interim from January 5, 1918, to February 
19, 1920, one newspaper syndicate obtained 
free of charge from various branches of the 
government, for transmission to persons who 
had responded to its ingenious book adver¬ 
tisements, a total of 1,319,495 Government 
publications. By official mandate there will 
be no repetitions of that achievement. Just 
as it is now required that every Government 
publication shall bear imprint of the price 
at which it is sold by Uncle Sam, so has a 
limit of 50 been placed upon the copies of 
any government publication furnished to any 
individual, corporation or agency for free 
distribution.

Publishing Not a Profession 


T HE question of whether bookselling is a 
profession or a business has frequently 
been argued, but not so often has the 
discussion been brought forward as to where 
publishing should be classed. Henry Holt 
in his article on the “Garrulities of an Octo¬ 
genarian Editor” decides this question in the 
negative, basing this opinion on his efforts 
to set other than business standards for the 
conducting of his relations with authors. 

“I founded this Review to do what I could 
against the tendency then prevailing as prob¬ 
ably never before, certainly never since the 
French Revolution, and multiplied many-fold 
since the War, toward Utopian schemes un¬ 
justified in the present stage of human evolu¬ 
tion. And yet on looking back I find that, so 
far as I can see, following such a scheme 
has been my own chief mistake. The scheme, 
if that’s the word for it, was making of pub¬ 
lishing a ‘profession.’ I have already indi¬ 
cated why it cannot be a ‘profession,* and 
now at the cost of some egotism, I will illus¬ 
trate my mistake by examples. They may 
interest authors and publishers, if nobody 
else. 

“A few years after I began business an em¬ 
inent author asked me to take over his works. 
I asked him if he had any good cause of com¬ 
plaint against the house then publishing for 
him, and on his saying No. I declined his in¬ 
vitation. At my age a man has become used 
to seeing himself as an occasional fool. I now 
think that that author’s relations with his 
publisher were none of my business. And 
while it would have been against my prin¬ 
ciples to invite him to come to me, he had 
a perfect right to come of his own notion, and 
I to receive him. T didn’t see him again for 
thirty years, when I asked him if he remem¬ 
bered me in the character of Don Quixote— 
and he did. 

“In another case, an agent of an eminent 
house had gone beyond his instructions and 
tried to get one of m3" most eminent authors, 
who was also a close personal friend. The 
author, I believe under the instigation of a 
friend who, perhaps justh\ disliked me, wrote 
that he was going to put up his next book at 
auction. This aroused all my mistaken ‘pro¬ 


fessional’ pride. I asked the other publisher 
if we were to consider our ‘professional’ re¬ 
lations on that basis. He said No, and wrote 
the author that he would not bid, because 
I had been to see him and made objections. 
The author wrote me indignantly that I had 
boycotted him. The main issue of course bred 
many complications. I made the mistake of 
leaving the matter to be settled by correspond¬ 
ence, instead of going to see him at the outset. 
It was brought into some sort of shape by 
the volunteer efforts of a common "friend, but 
it resulted in all of his subsequent books but 
one going to a third publisher, and an im¬ 
portant posthumous book to a fourth. 

“Probably my greatest mistake in this line 
began when a third eminent author, all of 
whose books I had published, referred me re¬ 
garding an impending one to a‘literary agent.’ 
I declined to have any intermediary between 
my author and myself. My ideal was that the 
relations of an author and publisher should 
be like those of patient and doctor, parishioner 
and pastor, client and lawyer,—this in spite 
of the fact that for a long time past, if an 
English litigant’s case gets as far as court, his 
lawyer engages a barrister to plead it. And I 
followed my ideal as foolishly regardless of 
facts as a world fill of idealists are follow¬ 
ing their ideals to-day—against the remon¬ 
strances of even this Review! I refused to 
have anything to do with the agents—and 
so for years cut myself out of more new 
business than I got in without them. 

“There was no place for literary agents in 
my unpractically ideal relations between estab¬ 
lished authors and their established publishers. 
I took up the cudgels vigorously in interviews 
and more direct communications to the press, 
notabl}' in the longest article, I believe, that 
The Atlantic has ever published, on ‘The Com¬ 
mercialization of Literature’ in 1898. A few 
years ago when that good man the late Mr. 
Dodd, said at a publishers’ lunch, that he be¬ 
lieved an author had a right to employ an 
intermediar>\ I found I had changed so far 
as, in spite of all the objections, to agree 
with him. He had profited greatly by his 
wisdom, and I had lost heavilv in chasing 
after m\ r ideal.” 
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A Book Exhibit in Book Environment

A REMARKABLE book-trade exhibition 
took place last fall at Frankfort-on-Main, 
Germany. The book was considered and 
presented as an organic and active unit of 
modern life and civilization. It was permitted 
to determine its own environment, to create, 
as it were, its own circumjacent world. 

Heinrich Pfeiffer, the Director of the So¬ 
ciety for Foreign Book Trade in Leipzig, an 
organization comprising some sixty-five of the 
leading publishers of Germany, was the father 


book-cosmos revealed here is of such richness 
and extent that it would prove impossible to 
furnish an adequate description of it, save— 
in a book. 

The dominating idea of the exhibition is the 
“Fair" or “Messe,” made famous by the grow¬ 
ing popularity of the historic Leipzig Fair 
which has served as a model for numerous 
fairs elsewhere, as, for example, that at Lyons. 
It begins in the form of a publishers’ exhibi¬ 
tion—such as the International Book Exhibi-

of this original idea. It was carried out with 
an attention to bibliographical, historical, eco¬ 
nomic and cultural detail and a wide and cath¬ 
olic survey of the whole world of books which 
has called forth great admiration on the part 
of visitors from foreign lands. 

In this exposition which has been perman¬ 
ently installed in the Victoria School, one is 
able to behold, as in a panorama or a pageant, 
the entire history and evolution of the book 
pass before one’s eyes. The whole enterprise, 
in view of the apparently insuperable difficul¬ 
ties besetting the German book-trade, must be 
regarded as a remarkable achievement. 

The different sections were studied and ar¬ 
ranged with the most meticulous and loving 
care by the leading bibliographical experts of 
the country, and artist and architect worked 
in harmonious co-operation with them. The 


tion at Leipzig in 1914. The purely commer¬ 
cial features, however, are given no prominence 
and the whole is conceived chiefly from an 
historical, educational, technical and economic 
point of view. Thus, every publishing house 
presents the story of its foundation, its growth, 
the style and individual ear-marks of the 
house, the range and nature of its publications 
and its policy, its associations with famous 
men, its foreign connections and the like. 

In this publishers’ section the bibliophilic is 
also strongly represented in the shape of rare 
and precious works either old books or expen¬ 
sive books which are published only by means 
of advance subscriptions. Here the author, 
publisher, artist, printer and bookbinder, work¬ 
ing creatively together, achieve series of fas¬ 
cinating masterpieces which in originality of 
theme, colour, makeup, etc., are a delight and

an inspiration. Poems or collections of poems 
and belles-lettres in large format, on hand¬ 
made paper, these exotic, erotic or expression- 
istic etchings and lithographs, are eagerly 
bought by the new-rich and the war-profiteers 
—which is at least one way of lightening top- 
heavy and super-taxable fortunes. 

The publishers' displays are arranged on the 
ground floor of the school—among them the 
Insel Verlag with its admirable new series of 
books in all languages under the collective titles 
of “Bibliotheca Mundi" and “Pandora" occu¬ 
pies a prominent place. We have in these a 
collection of the masterpieces of all ages and 
nations in the original tongues. Several foreign 
publishers were astonished to find here new edi¬ 
tions of their native authors who in their own 
land were either out of print or inaccessible 
in popular editions. 

The leading de luxe and bibliophilic publish¬ 
er^ such as the Tempel Verlag and certain 
houses in Leipzig, Berlin, Munich and Vienna, 
•have produced a wealth of beautiful and taste¬ 
ful books and booklets in every format and in 
every style. An audacious and revolutionary 
note is observable in these creations—they fas¬ 
cinate the eye, tempt the caressing fingers and 
intrigue the interest. Some of these works are 
confined to limited editions—others come well 
within the limits of the people’s purse. Even 
the relatively cheap, paper-covered book re¬ 
ceives the attention of the artist, graphic and 


typographical. The expressionistic movement 
and its variations are much in evidence. 

In the section called “The Evolution of the 
Book," we are able to follow the making of a 
book step by step—from the first rough draft 
of the author’s manuscript (in this case “The 
Indian Voyage" by Waldemar Bonsels) to the 
set type, the proofs and the press-work, and 
then to the finished volume in its jacket and 
carton. 

Architectural and archeological exhibits, 
loaned by the famous Gutenberg Museum at 
Mainz, illumine the ancestral tree of the mod¬ 
ern book. Among the magnificent specimens 
of classic printing and binding, one might men¬ 
tion the richly-decorated Gutenberg Bible with 
its initials and miniatures, a work in two vol¬ 
umes issued by the Insel Verlag. The fairy¬ 
tales illustrated by the distinguished artist Max 
Slevogt, and Prosper Merimee’s “Carmen," 
with original lithographs by Hugo Steiner- 
Prag and published by the Propylean Ver¬ 
lag, attracted much attention. As a striking 
contrast to the hand-written mediaeval manu¬ 
scripts and the highest achievement of the me¬ 
chanical press, we have the latest, significant 
product of these lean, harsh years—the type¬ 
written book as brought out by Echtermeyer. 
Many charming and tasteful solutions have 
been found, tho it is certain that this form of 
print must be considered only as a passing 
capitulation to necessity.

The main motif of the exhibition is to be 
found in the display of libraries. Here the 
book is given its proper and essential environ¬ 
ment according to its nature, use and associa¬ 
tions, its literary, artistic or educational rela¬ 
tionships. The book in its numbers domin¬ 
ates the room as an army dominates a field— 
it is no longer to be regarded as mere bulk or 
decoration. 

For the first time an attempt has been made 
to create model rooms for the good book— 
rooms designed for spiritual communion or ad¬ 
venture, professional practice and everyday 
needs. The comfort, convenience and sim¬ 
plicity demanded by our times have been at¬ 
tained by the simplest and most tasteful means. 
Where the impression of luxury and elegance 
was necessary, this has been brought into play, 
but always as a background, a shell for the 
book. 

We are shown the study of a physician, an 
architect, the manager of a theater, an editor- 
in-chief, an engineer—the books are concen¬ 
trated and co-ordinated into an organic feature 
and function of the surroundings—they be¬ 
come presences and principals, no longer mere 
accessories. We have the book-boudoir of a 
society woman, exquisitely light and dainty yet 
without trifling or vulgarity, the den of the 
passionate bibliophile with its intense, clois¬ 
tral yet expert intimacy, its sense of worship 
and enshrinement, the library living-room of 
an art-loving woman author. The garden pav- 
illion brings the book out-of-doors in relation 
to nature. The library in a middle-class home 


is shown with all its ramifying connections. 
The children’s room, radiant in happy colors, 
reveals the progression from the first linen 
picture-book to the fairy-tale and the adven¬ 
ture story and the new world these open up. 
The study of a scholar in the i6th century has 
been composed with an actuality and an air 
of expediency which lift it far above the usual, 
semi-theatrical, seini-archeological reconstruc¬ 
tions of that sort. 

The rooms are all handsomely decorated 
with harmonious furniture, carpets and paint¬ 
ings, and the colors are vocal and active ele¬ 
ments in the plan and purpose of each room. 
During the opening exhibition musical recitals 
by prominent artists took place in a model 
music-room. Modern poetry was read in the lec¬ 
ture chambers. In the gymnasium of the school 
there is displayed an amazing array of educa¬ 
tional books, maps, charts, objects, models and 
the like. Daily exhibitions of educational films 
also took place as well as a great number of 
interesting lectures by specialists in the field 
of book production. 

This Book Exhibition, this “House of the 
Book,” offered stimulus, inspiration, sugges¬ 
tion and esthetic pleasure to publisher, book- 
lover, teacher and the reading public, to the 
scholar and student, to author, artist, crafts¬ 
man and the gourmet of good books. It must 
be recognized as a remarkable enterprise, a 
crusade on behalf of its vital message and its 
place as one of the firmest fundaments of our 
disrupted and darkened civilization.

T HE Hampshire Bookshop of Northampton, 
Massachusetts, which has been steadily 
building a firm place for itself under the man¬ 
agement of Marion E. Dodd, has taken on new 
responsibility in underwriting important lec¬ 
tures, which Have brought prestige to the shop 
and presumably new friends to the store, as 
the seats for all lectures were obtained only 
at the Bookshop. 

Mr. Chesterton’s lecture on “The Ignorance 
of the Educated” was given in the Academy of 
Music on January 18th, and the house was well 
sold out. Mr. Chesterton proved very amen¬ 
able to the suggestion that he should sign books 
for customers of the Bookshop. 

The same large auditorium was used on 
February 4th for John Drinkwater’s lecture on 
“The Poet and Tradition.” Mr. Drinkwater 
has proved himself one of the most popular 
and likeable Englishmen that have come to this 
country. On March 2nd, Christopher Morley 
is to talk on “The Sunny Side of Grubb 
Street” with what we may imagine will 
* prove a very decided increase in the demands 
for his essays, fiction and poetry. On an April 
date, Amy Lowell is to talk on “Whitman 
and the New Poetry.” 

This decidedly notable series of lectures has 
been preceded by other efforts to have the 
Bookshop serve as a rallying point for those 
interested in the personalities of our contem¬ 
porary writers. During Children’s Book Week, 
Grace Hazard Conkling gave a notable talk in 
the Bookshop on “Imagination and Children’s 
Reading,” an address which the Bookshop re¬ 
printed for general distribution. Mrs. Conk¬ 
ling is one of the directors of the Shop. In 
previous seasons there have also appeared 
Lord Dunsany, Hugh Walpole, William Yeats, 
Robert Frost, Dorothy Canfield, Madame 
Huard, Clara Whitehill Hunt, and Frank N. 
Doubleday. 

Sunday Book Talks 

A NEW method of book publicity was de¬ 
veloped last year at the Roof Tree Inn, 
New York. Book talks were given on Sunday 
morning at twelve o’clock.

T HE place of the book in bringing all coun¬ 
tries together in common understanding 
was notably emphasized in an address by Her¬ 
bert S. Houston, Vice-President of Doubleday, 
Page & Company at a dinner at the National 
Arts Club in January.

It is because that is 
eternally true, that the vision of a League of 
Nations persists so indomitably in the hearts 
of men. 

“Thruout the world, I am persuaded to be¬ 
lieve the interpreters in all the arts, and those 
who try to give their messages to the printed 
page, are one in a kinship of spirit and that 
kinship must lead to understanding and to 
truth.”

Good Book-Making 


W HILE it is not considered the province 
of this monthly column to comment on 
English book-making, but to watch the 
developments among our own printers, we can¬ 
not help pausing to welcome a new volume 
that Dutton has imported, which illustrates the 
return of one of the happiest formats of Dent’s 
publications. This is the volume of essays 
called “Windfalls” by Alpha of the Plough, a 
small i2mo, with charming illustrations and 
chapter headings by Clive Gardiner, an artist 
well worthy of a place in the succession of the 
late Hugh Thomson. The format is similar 
to the beautiful editions of the “Breakfast 
Table” books, which Houghton Mifflin imported 
thru Dent some years ago. A better make-up 
for a volume of light literary essays could 
hardly be imagined. 

A volume of last year’s dating, but which 
has not been formerly commented on, is “The 
Children of Odin,” written by Padraic Colum 
and published by Macmillan. The format, 
which is the one that has been previously used 
for the “Children’s Homer,” is almost perfect 
for a children’s book of this character. Pogany 
has supplied the interesting chapter headings 
in black and white and ornamental letters, 
which are in keeping with the subject matter. 

Another interesting experiment in book¬ 
making for children is “The Garden of 
Plynck,” written by Karle Wilson Baker, and 


published by the Yale University Press. The 
black and white drawings by Florence Minard 
have been fitted into the pages in a very in¬ 
formal and attractive way, and the double page 
title, giving a map of the fairy country, is an 
interesting innovation. The little drawings in¬ 
serted on the page headings are not, perhaps, 
as successful as those in the text, and might, 
perhaps, have been as happily omitted. 

One cannot but admire the daring of Van 
Loon in his method of planning both text and 
illustration for his children’s history series, 
just come from Boni & Liveright, the first 
volume being “Ancient Man.” Mr. Van Loon 
developed his own style of illustration in the 
interesting book of a few years ago entitled 
“A Short History of Discovery,” and he has 
now developed this match-end style with still 
further success. The broad pages of the book 
and the frequent introduction in the text of 
little drawings add to the success of the vol¬ 
ume. 

A pleasant example of a good page for fiction 
is shown by “Debatable Ground” by G. B. 
Stern, a new Knopf novel. The press-work 
shows an even blackness of color that makes 
a pleasant contrast to many fiction books that 
are too hastily run thru the presses. 

John Lane Company has made a pair of 
attractive books out of C. Lewis Hind’s “Au¬ 
thors and I” and “Art and I.” 
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One of Stephen McKenna’s earlier novels, 
“The Sixth Sense,” is to be published in Feb¬ 
ruary by Doran. 

Eden Phillpots, author of “Miser’s Money,” 
has forsaken industrial themes in favor of a 
ghost story and has written a hair-raising 
yarn, “The Gray Room.” Macmillan will pub¬ 
lish it in February. 


A new novel by William J. Locke is always 
certain to be greeted with enthusiasm. “The 
Mountebank” will be published in February by 
John Lane. 

“The Magician,” a new novel by W. Somer¬ 
set Maugham, author of “The Moon and Six¬ 
pence,” is a strange love story, dealing with 
the mysteries of black magic. (Doran.) 


When Knut Hamsun's “The Growth of 
the Soil” was translated in England, the en¬ 
thusiasm it created stirred envy in American 
booksellers and book buyers. It will be pub¬ 
lished here the end of February by Knopf. 

Arthur Guy Empey, one of the best 
known of the Great War’s heroes and author 
of “Over the Top,” has written, not a war 
story, but a love story and called it “The 
Madonna of the Hills,” which Harper will 
publish in February. 

In Meredith Janvier’s List of First Edi¬ 
tions and Fine Books for the year, the first 
edition of “The Young Visiters,” by Daisy 
Ashford, (Doran) is listed at $15.00—the 
original price was $1.00! What better title to 
immortality for this juvenile masterpiece than 
an increase of 1400 per cent in one year? 

The Cosmopolitan Book Company an¬ 
nounces that two Curwood books and Peter B. 
Kjme’s “Kindred of the Dust” have all passed 
the 100,000 mark, and that it is already 
laying plans for a sales campaign for books 
by both these authors in the fall, with an ad¬ 
vertising allowance for its list of over one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Twenty years of writing and two of manu¬ 
facturing, is the record of labor behind the 
publication of “Allen’s Synonyms and Anto¬ 
nyms,” which the Harpers have just brought 
out. Its author, the late F. Sturges Allen, 
was general editor of Webster’s New In¬ 
ternational Dictionary. The typography of the 
volume is Mr. Allen’s own arrangement, and 
the type used was specially cut at his direction. 

The publishers of Mrs. Atherton’s new 
novel, “Sisters-in-Law,” her only full-length 
novel in seven years, are watching with un¬ 
usual interest the developments of their ex¬ 
periment of issuing the book in paper as well 
as cloth covers, at a reduction of 25 per cent 
for the paper cover from the price of the 
cloth edition. Booksellers are frankly pessim¬ 
istic and disbelieving, but it is the attitude of 
the public that will count, and the publisher, 
Frederick A. Stokes Company, is hoping for 
unmistakable expressions from the big body of 
book buyers.

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Women and Bookselling 

A Monthly Department of News and Theory—Edited by Virginia Smith Cowper 


T HE monthly meeting of the Women’s 
National Book Association was held on 
January 20th at the Sunwise Turn Book¬ 
shop, New York. The speaker of the evening 
was Alexander Grosset, of Grosset & Dunlap, 
whose subject was “The National Association 
of Book Publishers.” 

Mr. Grosset spoke very informally, and at 
the start paid high tribute to the retailers’ or¬ 
ganization. “I have watched,” he said, “the 
growth of the American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation with a great deal of interest, and it is 
marvelous to me what it has accomplished 
and what it is accomplishing. It has 
regulated a lot of defects, and I presume that 
was the object for which it was originally 
started. It is to-day full of the progres¬ 
sive spirit, and I think it is doing splen¬ 
did constructive work. What it has accom¬ 
plished at the last two conventions and by 
its letters to the trade is something of which 
the whole publishing and bookselling fraternity 
ought to be proud.” 

Mr. Grosset described the career of the old 
American Publishers’ Association, which be¬ 
gan its efforts to improve conditions in Ameri¬ 
can book distribution in 1900, and which dis¬ 
banded a dozen years afterward. A' small 
group from this number later started the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Co-operative Bureau, which endeavored 
to give concrete help to the retailer in his 
bookselling problems. The present organiza¬ 
tion came into existence in July, 1920, after 
several months of discussion and preparation, 
the first idea being launched by Mr. Hoyns, of 
Harper & Brothers, who developed the dis¬ 
cussion among his fellow publishers until a 
concrete plan that was acceptable could be 
brought forward. 

Mr. Grosset pointed out that the Association 
had no intention of controling in any way indi¬ 
vidual action among its members, either in 
their relations to authors or their relations to 
retailers, and that all subjects of price, either 
wholesale or retail, were kept absolutely out of 
the Association’s sphere of action. 

Among the activities of the Association that 
should interest retailers were its efforts to 
encourage general interest in books and book 
ownership, to study the problems of economic 
shipping and packing, to keep files of interest to 
the retailers, such as bookselling budgets, 
store interiors and exteriors, and to keep 
records of people who would like to develop 
new stores. Mr. Grosset paid high tribute to 
the advantage the Association has had in 
having Mr. Hiltman, of D. Appleton & Com¬ 
pany, as its head thru the preliminary months. 

“It has always seemed to me,” he went on to 
say, “that we are engaged in a unique busi¬ 
ness—I was going to say profession—unique in 
this respect, that people needing the article can 
get it for nothing, if they do not choose to buy 
it. We have, therefore, a difficult business.

tery to me.”

Wilson Co., brought four members of that 
organization: Hester Van Arsdale, Janet S. 
Denlinger, Mary C. Cummings and Martha 
Lazarus. 

Another new member, with whom the book 
trade is acquainted, is Frances Mantel, of 
George Doran Company. Miss Mantel was 
formerly with the firms of Alfred Knopf and 
Doubleday, Page and Company, Garden City, 
N. Y. 

The American Booksellers’ Association will 
entertain the members of the Women’s National 
Book Association on the evening of May 10th 
next at the Hotel Traymore, Atlantic City, 
while it is in convention. This entertain¬ 
ment will be in the form of a costume dance, 
not a masquerade, each lady being asked to 
dress as the title of a book. This will prove 
unique, as there is ample opportunity for 
designing many unusual costumes. 

The annual dinner of the Women’s National 
Book Association will be held at the Hotel 
Brevoort, Fifth Avenue and Eighth Street, on 
the evening of March 3rd.

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Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


A BILL has been introduced into the legis¬ 
lature of Massachusetts to make Lake 
Walden a public reservation in memory 
of Thoreau. 

The library of Pjcof. Edward Courtlandt 
Bolles containing many rare editions of various 
periods of English literature has been bought 
by the trustees Of Tufts College and presented 
to the Eton Memorial Library. 

The uncertainty that immediately followed 
the last sales before the holidays has passed 
away. It is apparent now that there is a good 
demand at reasonable prices for all the desir¬ 
able books that are likely to come into the 
auction room this season. 

A “Portfolio of Original Etched Bookplates/' 
by Ralph M. Pearson, published by Alfred 
Fowler, of Kansas City, Mo., comprises twelve 
autographed Japanese vellum proofs from 
original etched bookplates, the proofs having 
been made and signed at the artist’s studio at 
iRanchos de Taos, New Mexico. The plates 
bave been carefully selected to represent all 
phases of Mr. Pearson’s work prior to 1920. 

The Heartman Auction Co., Inc., of Rut¬ 
land, Vt., will sell another collection of Amer¬ 
icana, on February 15, containing many rarities, 
among which are rare Almanacs printed in 
Maine, the first almanac printed in Vermont, 
1784, an unusual collection of tracts relating 
to the American Revolution, items relating to 
the early West, Lincolniana, a number of rare 
broadsides and other miscellaneous material. 

The thirty-seventh annual meeting of the 
Grolier Club has been marked by the opening 
of an exhibition of the etchings of Mary Cos- 
satt. The collection is strikingly comprehen¬ 
sive; the prints shown are beautiful impres¬ 
sions, often in several states, some of which 
are rare. These works are displayed in the 
main gallery. In the print room there is a 
collection of etchings by Charles H. Woodbury. 

< 

The sensational discovery in Baltimore of 
“forty water colors, two pen drawings and 
thirty-five etchings by Whistler,” reported in 
the newspapers, turns out to have been a gross 
exaggeration, according to Joseph Pennell, \vho 
says that the collection contains one solitary 
water color he did not remember to have seen. 
Apparently the newspaper reporter who pre¬ 
pared the article was more interested in making 
a sensation than in giving trustworthy infor¬ 
mation. 

In his annual report just published, Archi¬ 
bald C. Coolidge, director of the Harvard Uni¬ 
versity Library, says that the institution has 
“tried to make the best use of opportunities 
and has ordered large numbers of foreign 
works at prevailing prices. ... It has' been 
possible, the report continues, to buy books in 


Austria, Germany, Italy, France, and even in 
England at a figure undreamed of before.” 
Today the cost of cataloging a German book 
is frequently four or five times the price that 
was paid it. 

{ 

On December 2, the 300th anniversary of the 
publication of the first English newspaper was 
celebrated by the British press. In 1620 the 
Thirty-years War brought corantos or news- 
pamphlets from Amsterdam into England. 
Next year they were printed in London; the 
idea of giving foreign news gave birth to the 
English newspaper. The next innovation came 
twenty years later in the reporting of Parlia¬ 
mentary proceedings. The Great Plague, which 
drove the Court from London to Oxford in 
1665, resulted in what shortly became the Lon¬ 
don Gazette, the venerable parent of the ex¬ 
isting periodical press. 

Gardner Teall has written and Alfred 
Fowler, of Kansas City, Mo., has published a 
work on the “Bookplates of Sidney L. Smith,” 
consisting of an appreciative exposition of the 
artist’s talents and an up-to-date check list now 
numbering 167 plates, arranged chronologically 
and numbered by the artist. Two original 
copperplate etchings appear as illustrations. 
“Among American masters of line engraving,” 
says Mr. Teall, “Sidney L. Smith occupies a 
conspicuous place. The present century has 
not found united in the work of a single en¬ 
graver more varied qualities of excellence than 
found in the achievements of this artist. In 
his work, whether it be portraiture, landscape, 
architecture, allegory, heraldic design, or let¬ 
tering, one does not find a dull line, or insipid 
conception, inadequate technique, or a touch of 
the commonplace.” 

The sale of the private library of George W. 
Thompson, of this city, at the American Art 
Galleries, January 25, was one of the most re¬ 
markable of the season. The attendance was 
large, competition was unusually spirited, and 
books were frequently bought with little regard 
or apparent knowledge of their ordinary mar¬ 
ket value. The library consisted mainly of 
sets of modern authors in standard editions, in 
fresh and attractive morocco bindings, and 
lots frequently brought from two to four times 
what they could have been sold for in any 
bookstore in this city. For instance, 99 vol¬ 
umes of the Bohn library, mainly of the 
classics, in half leather, brought $590, or al¬ 
most $6 a volume. Dent’s edition of Balzac, 
40 volumes, half morocco, $280; Routledge’s 
edition of Lord Lytton. 32 volumes, half mo¬ 
rocco, $210. Fairy tales in half bindings 
brought from $5 to $15 a volume. And these 
only illustrate the general trend of the sale; 
there were practically no low prices. The 
buyers were largely such as frequent the fur¬ 
niture and picture sales, and everything seemed 
rare and beautiful to them. Evidently there 
is a demand for fair library editions in at-

tractive leather bindings that is not being sup¬ 
plied by the bookstores. The difficult part of 
the problem is to get these buyers into the 
bookstores in a buying mood and to give the 
stock the right setting. These new and at¬ 
tractive leather bindings, with the customary 
skilful display, furnished just the attraction 
needed to arouse interest and lively compe¬ 
tition. 

The second and final part of the library of 
Herman Le iRoy Edgar, of Dobbs Ferry, N. 
Y., consisting of rare Americana, was sold on 
January 24 and 25 at the Anderson Galleries. 
The two parts contained only 696 lots, but they 
brought the astonishing total of $128,668.75, or 
$184.86 a lot. This library ranks closely in 
value to the Brinley and De Puy libraries 
which were the most valuable collections of 
Americana ever sold in this country. The 
highest price of this part was $3,800, paid by 
Dr. Rosenbach for Mourt’s “Relation or Jour- 
nall of the beginning and proceedings of the 
English Plantation settled at Plimoth in New 
England,” printed in London in 1622, the first 
book printed on the Plymouth Colony. The 
leading rare book dealers were well repre¬ 
sented and buying was well distributed. A few 
of the more important items and the prices 
which they brought were the following: Le 
Clerq’s “Premier Etablissement de la Foy dans 
le Nouvelle France, Contenant la publication 
de l’Evangilc, l’Histoire des Colonies Fran¬ 
coises,” etc., Paris, 1691, rare first edition, 
brought $1,800; Mason’s “History of the Pe- 
quot War,” Boston, 1736, first edition, $2,025; 
Morton’s “New England Memoriall,” 1669, first 
historical book printed in English in America, 
$1,580; Penhallow’s “History of the Wars of 
New England,” 1726, first edition, $500; Rous’s 
“New England a Degenerate Plant,” 1659, first 
edition from the Huth collection, $900; Captain 
John Smith’s “Generali Historic of Virginia,” 
1624-25, $2,410; Thomas’s “Historical and Geo¬ 
graphical Account of the Province and Country 
of Pennsylvania,” 1698, $735 i Vincent’s “A 
True Relation of the Late Battel fought in 
New England with the Pcquct Salvages,” 1638. 
$1,200; William’s “Virginia,” 1650, rare with 
map, $775; Winslow’s “Hypocrasie Un¬ 
masked,” 1646, $2,000 F. M. H.
